T I BERI ULE BACILLUS 
Tuberculosis is a disease caused 
by a germ, the tu b e rc le bacillus. 
Every single case comes from the 
invasion of the body by the tuber- 
cuJe bacillus, generally from con­ 
tact with a person who is an open 
active case of tuberculosis. 
When 
the germ gets into the body it may 
remain quiet without causing much 
trouble for a long period of time, 
In fact, if not too many germs 
have entered the body and if the 
general health and state of nutri 
lion remain good, these germs may 
be prevented from spreading and 
growing by the health of the body 
itself. 
If 
so, 
tuberculosis 
as 
a 
discase may never occur 
The Lrst step in the prevention 
I of tuberculosis is the maintenance 
of one’s good health, not only by 
[regular physical examinations by 
the family physician, but adher 
erne to regulations governing bal­ 
anced mental and physical activity. 
The cause arid control of tuber­ 
culosis arc known, it is important 
to find those people who have the 
disease and to treat them. 
Thus, 
since it is almost a certainty that 


j early detection offers complete ar 
rest of the disease, not only do 
the victims of tuberculosis benefit 
[themselves, but eliminate the pos­ 
sibility of spreading the infection 
to others through contact 
For many years it was felt that 
the unfortunate person who ac­ 
quired this disease would never 
ie really well again 
But with the 
advance of science and with the 
progress that is being made in 
the treatment of all diseases, the 
attitude toward tuberculosis has 
changed 
It is no longer neces­ 
sary to go to some far off climate 
, In the search for complete recov­ 
ery. 
Skillful medical treatment, and 
not climate, is the means toward 
arresting the disease. 
Some peo­ 
ple need only rest, others have 
their lungs collapsed, some have 
surgical operations. 
New drugs 
are available which, when used 
at the right time and on the right 
ease, prove valuable. The decision 
as to their use, however, must he 
made on the basis of the individual 
picture of each case 
A Mobile I nit X ray will be in 
.White, Saline, and Gallatin coun­ 
ties for the next two weeks. Visit 
one of these units and have your 
chest x rayed.
